(genoa, April 10.—A stormy clash 
between the French and soviet dele- 
gates, with Lloyd George interposing 
to pacify both sides, brought the first 
session of the Genoa conference to a 
climax. 

Except for minor differences, the 
conference proceeded 
Tchitcherin, the bolshevist spokesman, 
arose to speak. There was tense si- 
lence in the chamber as Tchitcherin 
slowly fixed his spectacles and pre- 
pared to reach his speech. 

He began with noting President 
Facta’s assurance that neither victors 
nor vanquished were present, and de- 
nying any bolshevist ends or propa- 


, ganda. 


Launches Sensation. 
Then he launched the long expected 
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Tehitcherin declared that Russia in- 
fended to introduce her own special 
plan of reconstruction which contem- 
plated the calling of a universal world 
conference intended to offer an even 
larger basis than the league of nations. 

Barthou jumped to his feet declar- 
ing that Tchitcherin wanted to discuss 
disarmament and other questions 
barred by the Cannes agenda. Feeling 
neared the breaking point. 

Lloyd George, watching every move 
vith keen-eyed alertness get the floor 
and intervened, begging Tchitcherin 
not to attempt to extend the agenda by 
introducing new questions. The Rus- 
sian spokesman acquiesced and calm 
prevailed once more. 

George Always Master. 

This climax came at the end of a 
day's developments which still left 
the little Welshman in command of 
the situation. He was compelled to 
struggle at every point with the bitter- 
ness between the French and the Rus- 
sians and Germans, but was able to 
iron out one difficulty after another, 
always emerging as master of the sit- 
uation.

1. Warning to Russia and Ger- 
many by Lloyd George that they must 
abide by the Cannes program. 

2. Repeated objection by the 
French to receiving Germany and Rus- 
sia on a basis of equality. 

3. Insistence by Lloyd George that 
fa new era of equality must be recog- 
nized in dealing with these two na- 
tions. 

4. Chancellor Wirth’s declaration 
that the world must abandon its spirit 
of distrust toward Germany, which is 
hindering recuperation. 

5. Final emergence of Lloyd 


George at the end of the day as the 
harmonizer and ‘arbitrator between the 
hostile groups.

All Occupants of Explorer’s 
Monoplane Escape Seri- 
ous Injury in Crash. 


Clarion, Pa., April 10.—Captain 
Roald Amundsen, Afctic explorer, and 
four flying companions narrowly es- 
caped death at Miola, near. here, to- 
day when the monoplane in which they 
were going from New York to Cleve- 
land, the first lap of a continental 
journey, turned over when it was 
forced down in a field. All occupants 
were reported slightly scratched anil 
bruised, but otherwise uninjured. 
Those with Captain Amundsen were 
H. T. Lewis, of Bellefonte, Pa.; H. 
U. Gade, of New York; EY Buhl, and 
J. Ondell. : 

Captain Amundsen is resting at a 
hotel tonight and intends, he said, to 
go to Cleveland by train tomorrow. 
Mr. Gade, who likewise was slightly 
shaken up, said he expects to go to 
New York. The other men will remain 
here to direct repairs to the mono- 
plane, the wings of which were broken. 

In a statement Captain Amundsen 
attributed the accident to an over- 
heated motor which forced him to de- 
scend after he had reached an alti- 
tude of 6,000 feet. In making the 
landing the plane turned over. 

The monoplane left New York this 


morning.

ATTEND REVIVAL 
MEETINGS MONDAY 


Greater Interest in Move- 
ment Now Manifest 
Than Ever Before in the 

‘History of Atlanta. 


BAPTISTS ARE LEADING 
IN NEW MEMBERSHIPS 


Mass Meeting of All Pres- 
byterians of City Will 
Be Held at Central 
Church at Noon Today. 


Beginning its second week with an 
even greater interest being manifested 
on the part of thousands, reports 
Monday from leaders in the city-wide 
evangelical campaign in the 120 Pro- 
testant churches, indicate that never 
in the history of Atlanta has such a 
movement swept forward with such 
great momentum. 

Official estimates of the attend- 
ance in Atlafita churches Sunday 
placed the figures at more than 90,- 
000. Half of this number was re- 
corded at the morning services, while 
the afternoon and evening services at- 
tracted equally as large congrega- 
tions. With many of the churches yet 
to be heard from, leaders in the cru- 
sade issued a statement Monday show- 
ing that a total of 2,635 persons had 
pledged themselves to a definite stand 
for Christian faith, while thousands 
have taken on a renewed religious in- 


terest by reason of the inspirational | 


messages from noted divines who are 
conducting meétings in the various 
churches. 

In. the number of new memberships 
obtained during the ‘campaign re- 
ports place the Baptist denomination 
in the forefront with a total of 457 
accessions. Other incompleted reports 
show that 270 conversions have been 
secured by the Presbyterian churches; | 
180 Methodists and 192 Episcopalians. 
More than 1,000 persons have signi- 
fied their intention of joining the 
church, it was stated. 

Presbyterian Reports. 

Gordon Street Presbyterian church 
reported at Sunday’s meetings 18 con- 
versions, 11 additions to the church 
on confession of faith, and 8 by let- 
ters from other churches; 300 mem- 
bers of the church yeconsecrated their 
lives. ! 

At Georgia Avenue Presbyterian 
church, 750 attended the morning and 
evening services. At the morning 
service there was a unanimous recon- 
secration of lives by all present, and 
in a congregational meeting held after 
the services, it was decided to go 
ahead with the completion of 
church building. 

Peachtree Roads Presbyterian 
church, which is located near Buck- 
head, reported four decisions for 
Christ on Sunday, and 43 pledges of 
reconsecration.

Schools Committee of Coun- | 
cil Will Be Allowed to 
Settle Question. 


Plans for the payment of a 6 per 
cent architectural service fee on the 
bond issue schools, are up to the 
schools committee of council for a 
public hearing. 

At its last meeting council voted to 
cut the fees to 5 per cent. The alder- 
manic board non-concurred. Monday 
afternoon Councilman J. C. Murphy 
introduced a new resolution calling 
for the payment of 6 per cent. Coun- 
cil referred the measure to the schools 
committee, with “the ~ understanding 
that a public hearing would be called 
to discuss it. 

A resolution proposing to turn over 
to the board of education as a school 
site for the girls’ high school several 
acres of the north end of Grant park, 
was offered by Mr. Murphy, and also 
referred to the schools committee. 

Asks Consulting Engineer. 


Councilman J. R. Nutting intro- 
duced a measure providing for the 
appointment of a consulting engineer 
for erection of the new schools, his 
salary to be taken out of the archi- 
tectural fees allotted for the program, 
and this matter, too, was sent to the 
schools committee. 

Alderman Harry Goodhart made a 
vigorous speech advocating Grant 
park as the girls’ high school site. He 
said he had carefully -inspected the 
proposed location, ard declared that 
“it is as ideal for school purposes as 
if that was what God originally creat- 
ed it for.’’

Ollie Carlton, Who Was 
Shot and Killed, Lived 
Near Norcross— Quar- 
rel Precedes Shooting. 


Ollie Carlton, 18 years old, who 
lived near Norcross and who was em- 
ployed as a clerk at a drug store on 
Iuuckie street, was shot through the 
abdomen at 5:30 o’clock Monday aft- 
ernoon by Roscoe Allen, 19 years old, 
a negro, of 245 Magnolia street, at 
the corner of Bartow and Luckie 
streets, and fatally wounded. He was 
rushed to Grady hospital, where he 
died on the table at 7 
o’clock, jusiy as physicians started to 


operating 


perform the operation. 
Call Officers J. H. Crankshaw and 
J. E. McDaniel made a hurried run 


te the scene of the crime in a police 
ear and captured Allen after chasing 
him from the corner of Luckie and 
Bartow streets to Wesley’s. alley, 
where he was dragged from under a 
house where he had secreted himself 
after fatally wounding Carlton. “He 
cursed me and I shot,” was the ex- 
planation the negro made when locked 
up at police headquarters charged 
with murder. 

Carlton récained consciousness when 
carried to the hospital, but was too 
weak to discuss the shooting. ‘The 
negro is said to have had an argu- 
ment with Carlton in the early part 
of the afternoon at which time Allen 
made threats against the white man. 
Allen is said to have returned home 
and secured a 38-caliber pistol with 
which he shot Carlton. 

Carlton came to Atlanta each day 
and returned to his home near Nor- 
cross each night, making the trip on 
the train. He had worked in the city 
for only a few months. 

Officers Crankshaw and McDaniel 
located the pistol at a pressing club 
where the negro is said to have been 
émployed on Bartow street just: off 
Luckie. One chamber of the revolver 
was found to be empty. 

Allen claims that he had known Car!l- 
ton for many years and that he had 
worked near the farm of Carlton's 
father near Norcross. 

The young man is survived by his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. W. P. Carlton, 
of Norcross, and two sisters, Mrs. 
C. E. Walton, of Atlanta, and Miss 
Evelyn Carlton, of Norcross.

Monday afternoon adopted the ordi- 
nance recommended by the city plan- 
ning commission, providing for a cegm- 
plete zoning system for Atlanta. 

Councilman J. R. Nutting, Alder- 
man J. L. Carpenter and Alderman 
Foster L; Hunter voted against the 
measure. Mr. Nutting and Mr. Car- 
penter attacked the measure as un- 
constitutional and an imposition on 
the citizens of the city. 

As outlined by the planning com- 
mission, the object of the system is to 
promote home ownership, protect the 
residence sections, prevent congestion, 
increase industrial efficiency, conserve 
property values and direct the build-- 
ing of the city in accord with a well 
considered plan for the use and devel- 
opment of all property throughout the 
city. 

Atlanta is divided into four classes 
of use districts, as follows: Dwell- 
ing house districts, apartment house 
districts, business districts and indus- 
trial districts. 

Three classes of height districts are 
named, and five classes of area dis-

CONTRACTS VOW 


Agreement Invalid, Says 
Supreme Court, When 
Manufacturer Requires 

~ Dealer to Handle Prod- 
uct Exclusively. 


Washington, April 10.—Contracts 
of sale made by manufacturers, re- 
quiring retail dealers exclusively to 
handle their products, which may have 
the effect to lessen substantially com- 
petition, were today held to be in- 
valid by the supreme court. 

The opinion was delivered by Jus- 
tice Day in a case brought by the 
Standard Fashion company, a New 
York corporation, against the Ma- 
grane-Houston company, of Boston, 
and sought to compel that retail com- 
pany to observe the terms of a con- 
tract, which the supreme court de- 
clared was one of sale and not of 
agency or joint venture. Being a con- 
tract of sale, Justice Day stated, the 
only question which remained for the 
court to determine was whether the

Limits Building Heights. 


Dwelling houses may be erected in 
any district. The ordinance limits the 
height of buildings according to their 
uses and the districts in which they 
are to be erected, but in the future 
no biilding, whether it be hotel, office 
building or other~structure, may be 
built more than 150 feet high. 

In the dwelling house districts 
churches, schools, libraries, museums, 
railway passenger. stations, philan- 
thropic or eleemosynary institutions 
other than penal or correctional, and 
hospitals may be erected. Farming 
and truck gardening is permitted. 

In the apartment house districts 
hotels are permitted, in addition to the 
buildings allowed in the dwelling house 
districts. 

In the business districts hotels, 
banks, office buildings, oil filling sta- 
tions, ice stations, warehouses for 
storage in bulk of certain commodi- 
ties, are among the structures allowed. 

In the industrial districts may be 
built produce houses and markets, 
laundries, creameries, bottling works, 
cold storage plants, grain’ elevators, 
blacksmith and wagon shops, veteri- 
nary hospitals, freight” terminals, 
street car repair shops and manufac- 
turing and industrial plants of many 
other kinds. 

Erection of boiler factories, light 
and power plants, paper manufactur- 
ing plants, gas works and some other 
plants will require a special permit. 

Prohibited Industries. 

Among the industries prohibited 
within the city limits are petroleum 
refining, cement, lime, gypsum or 
plaster of Paris manufacture, chlor- 
ine or hydrocholoric, nitric, picrie or

facts established that it would sub- 
stantially lessen competition. 

Adopting the findings of the circuit 
court of appeals for the first circuit 
of the results obteined through : the 
contract, the supreme court reached 
the conclusion “that the contract, 
properly interpreted, with its restric- 
tive covenant, brings it fairly within 
the section of\the Clayton act under 
consideration.”

Describes Practice. 

After describing minutely the prac- 
tices of the Standard Fashion com- 
pany under the contract, Justice Day 
analyzed certain features, pointing out 
that “the Clayton act sought to reach 
the agreements embraced within its 
sphere in their incipiency,”’ and “to 
determine their legality by specific 
tests of its own which declare illegal 
contracts for sale made upon the 
agreement or understanding that the 
purchaser shall not deal in the goods 
of a competitor or competitors of the 
seller, which “may substantially les- 
sen competition or tend to create a 
monopoly.” 

Justice Day stated that the court 
did not think that the purpose of the 
statute in using the word “‘may’’ was 
to prohibit, “the mere possibility of 
the consequences described,” but that 
“it was intended to prevent such 


“agreements as would under the cir- 
cumstances disclosed (in the present ' & 


case) probably lessen competition or 
create ‘an. actual tendency to mMonop- 
oly.” Congress by the statute did not 
intend “to reach every remote lessen- 
ing of competition,” he added, and 
disclosed this purpose by providing 
that the contracts should be prohibited 
when they caused a “lessening” of com- 
petition which was “substantial.” 
Federal Intervention. 

Under its contract, the Standard 
Fashion company agreed to sell its 
standard patterns at a discount of 
090 per cent from retail prices and

Finds Lost Wife 
In Woman Slain 


By Another Man 


Washington, April 10.—Bruce E. 
Haines’ two-year search for hig at- 
tractive wife is ended. The woman 
is dead, said to have been killed by 
Dr. Herbert J. Bryson, whose mother 
lives here. 

The naming of Dr. Bryson in the 
shooting at Cassville, Pa., Sunday, 
served as a clue for Haines, who is a 
chauffeur for a locel financier, and 
he is going to New York to attend his 
wife’s funeral as soon as Mrs. Cath- 
erine Kerby, mother of the slain wom- 
an, returns to New York with the 
body, which is now at Huntington, 
Pa. 
Haines startled police headquarters 
here Monday when he walked in and 
told Inspector Clifford L. Grant, chief 
of detectives, that “Mrs, Bryson” was 
really Mrs. Haines. In her deathbed 
statement the woman described her- 
self as Mrs. Helen Kerby Bryson and 
in accusing the physician of causing 
her death, referred to him as her hus- 
band. 

As a Catholic, married under the 
ritual of the church, it was impossi- 
ble for Mrs. Haines to obtain a di- 
vorce, her husband explained, making 
desertion the only way to free her- 
self of her first marriage, which was 
performed at Tuckahoe, N. Y., May 
30, 1913, by a Catholic priest of that 
township. 

Calmly, Haines told the history of 
that desertion and said he believed 
his wife had been “under a hypnotic 
spell” when she ran away with Dr.

five convening powers had been heard 
from, 

Germany, he said, enters the con- 
ference on the basis of the principles 
contained in the Cannes resolution 
and will abide by these loyally. 


“Germany is one of Hurope’s sick 
countries,” he declared, “which has 
come here for the purpose of healing 
her wounds. 

“She will work loyally, but the 
world must abandon that spirit of 
distrust which is hindering Germany 
in her recovery. In this conference, 
economic financial leaders should al- 
ways have the final word. We've 
promised Germany’s co-operation. 
That’s all we can do.” 

Then Tchitcherin’s turn came. 


Then Tchitcherin. 


“Russia came here in the interest 
of a general reconstruction of the 
economic life of WBurope,’ he said. 
“Kor Russia the conference has the 
sreatest importance. We haven't 
tome here for any bolshevistic ends 
or to disseminate propaganda in favor 
of our ideas, but to loyally patricipate 
in the conference on the basis of reci- 
procity in the work of reconstruction. 

“Russia is one of the most important 
factors in the universal reconstruction. 
We will employ every means in our 
power to render the conference suc- 
cessful. We ourselves will introduce 
during the conference our own special 
plan of reconstruction. We have ac- 
cepted the Cannes resolution which is 
possibly open to amendment. _ And, 
finally, we will propose the calling of 
a universal conference which will of- 
fer an even larger basis than the 
league of nations.” ) 

elshman to Rescue. 

This provoked the opposition of Bar- 
thou and brought Lloyd George to 
the rescue as the atmosphere grew 
highly critical. Lloyd George remark- 
ed that three attempts to hold a con- 
ference at which Russia was to have 
been present failed because of dif- 
ferences over the basis of discussion. 
He hoped that thig would not be re- 
peated now. 

‘“Tchitcherin’s observations are use- 
ful but dangerous,” the British pre- 
mier declared. Looking in the direc- 
tion of American Ambassador Child, 
he added that the question of a uni- 
versal conference had better wait until 
it is known what the United States 
intends to do. 

“America may have something to 
say about such a conference,” he said. 
“There’s already too much quarreling 
about the program and let’s don’t add 
material to it by enlarging the agenda. 
he Cannes resolutions provided enough 
material for quarrels for everyone.” 

Peace Basis First. 

As to disarmament, Lloyd George 
admitted that “unless Genoa leads to 
disarmament, it will be a failure. But 
before we take up that matter we 
must establish a basis of peace. That 
is our purpose here at Genoa and we 
don’t want to overload the ship. There 
is rought weather ahead and it might 
sink. Let’s finish this voyage.” 

He then begged Techitcherin not to 
attempt to extend the agenda so “we 
can go on with this business.” 

Tchitcherin was about to respond 
when President Facta declared there 
was no purpose to be served in contin- 
uing the debate. But Barthou instant: 
ly demanded that it be definitely es- 
tablished at once whether all delegates 
present agreed te the Cannes resolu: 
tions as the basis of the conference. 
Facta smoothed'things out by saying 
that inasmuch as nobody had raised 
any objection, his opening statement 
regarding the Cannes basis was pre 
sumably acceptable to all. 

The plenary session adjourned at 7 
p.m. Subcommittee meetings were to 
begin at 10 o’clock Tuesday. 

Lloyd George is now in the midst of 
the most gigantic task of his career— 
that of ending the “war after the 
war.” 3 

This is the real purpose he had in 
conceiving the whole Genoa project. 
It came to the surface at the outset 
of the first plenary session, when he 
assailed the “snarling dogs’’ who are 
deafening Europe with “this canine 
clamor.” 

England, through Lloyd George, 
goes into the conference with this one 
outstanding hope of wiping out ha- 
treds and mutual distrust, and put- 
ting the economic and political ma- 
chinery of Europe into running order 
once more. 

Must Observe Rules. 


Russia and Germany will be com- 
pelled to play their part on thig 
restoration of the real peace. If they 
expect to re-enter the community of 
nations they will have to play ac 
cording to the rules of the game. 
Lloyd George made this clear in ‘his 
speech at the opening session. 

Lloyd George believes that it 
nothing more material emerges from 
the Genoa conference than an atmos- 
phere of peace among victors, van- 
quished and neutrals, the conference 
will have justified itself and _ vin- 
dicated him in his stubborn fight to 
go through with the project in face 
of French opposition. 

The first big step toward this ob- 
jective was in inducing the allies to 
sit down at the same table with Ger- 
many and Russia. Lloyd George 
succeeded in this in face of the op- 
position of the French, who feared he 
would welcome the bolsheviki with 
open arms, 

| Warns Soviet. .- 

But the British spokesmen took oe- 
casion at the outset of the conference 
to quiet these French fears by em- 
phatically warning the soviet delega- 
tion that they must accept the condi- 
tions of civilization if they expected 
to be taken into the European family. 

_Lioyd George’s speech was full of 
picturesque passages. The constant 
snarling, he declared, destreys eonfi- 
dence and “rattles the nerves of a 
nerve-ruined continen*.” 

“We propose to examine currency, 
exchanges, transport and credit here,” 
he said. “That’s all good, but unless 
peace and good will are re-established, 
it will all be to no avail. Actual fight- 
ing has ceased, but the snarling con- 
tinues as though the many dogs of 
evaiy country imagined that the loud- 
er they bark the deeper the impression 
of their ferocity will be. Europe is 
deafened with this canine clamor. 

‘It is undignified, distracting ana 
destroys confidence. It rattles the 
nerves of a nerve-ruined continent. 
The conference will have been worth 
while only if this snarling igs stopped.” 

Regrets United States’ Absence) 

Lloyd George expressed regret at 
the absence of the United States, but 
explained that events now transpiring 
every day in Europe make America 
chary of interfering in European af- 
fairs. 

Lloyd George, turs:ng to the press 
gallery, referred to the presence of re- 
porters from all parts of the world. 
m ‘They wouldn’t be here,” he said, 
“if the great publics, which, accora- 
ing to ther geninus they either for- 
tify, , instruct, alarm or chasten 
werent deeply concerned over the 
proceedings here and most anxious for 
results, _The world will follow our 
deliberations here with alternate hopes 
and fears. If we fail, a sense of de- 
spair will sweep the whole world. It 
we succeed, a ray of confidence wil! 
illuminate the gloom now resting on 
mankind.” 

France still stands unqualifiedly 
against any revision of the treaties. 
Her position was outlined by Louis 
Barthou, head of the French delega- 
tion. France, he said, is not militant, 
and promises to co-operate in the ef.- 
forts of the conference to establish 
peace in Europe. But she can not 
entertain appeals’ of any nature for 


revision of the Versailles treaty and 
mondification of tne reparations 


claims. 

First Dissension. 
The first dissession among the al- 
lied group developed over the status 
Germany and Russia are to have in 
the conference. Lloyd George, backed 
by ltaly, strongly favors reasonable 
equality on the ground that the confer- 
ence has inaugurated a new era which 
should not continue the old war 
hatreds. France, however, is bitterly 
against anything that might give Ger- 
many and Russia a ‘privileged posi- 
tion.” 
A wrangle developed when the ques- 
tion of voting precevence was taken 
up. Barthou, on behalf of the French, 
hotly objected to using alphabetical or- 
der, declaring it would give priority 
to some nations now outcasts from the 
society of uations, 
Lloyd George argued against this 
continuance of caste feeling and it 
was finally agreed to arrange the prece- 
dence on the basis of the Italian alpha- 
bet, Albania voting first and Austria 


second. 
Another Row. 


Another difference arose when Bar- 
thou objected to allowing Chancellor 
Wirth and Minister Tchitcherin to 
speak after the three allied leaders. 
Barthou argued that they should not 
be permittc'] to speak until they had 
formally announced acceptance of the 
principles of the conference. Futaer- 
more, Barthuu declared, it wou. be 
humiliating :¢ allow them to speak 
ahead of the representatives of the 
minor allies. 

Lloyd George agreedvwith Barthou 
that Germany and Russia must ac 
cept the basia laid down at Cannes 
and that ‘if they did not there was no 
use going ahead with the conferenc:>. 
But ne explained th: t was a‘: the 
more reason -hy the conference #h3.11:1 
know Germany’s and Russia’s attitude. 
It was agreed, after rome further ie- 
bate, that Wirth and  Techitcherin 
should speak after the five convening 
powers had been heard from. 

This accounted for the announce- 
ment by President Facta that all 
those invited were notified that the 
Cannes principles would govern the 
conference and that, therefore, it was 
assumed that in accepting the invita- 
tions these nations gave their implied 
acceptance of these principles. 
And Yet Another. 

Lloyd George and Barthou clashed 
again over the representation on com- 
mittees that should be allowed Ger- 
many and Russia. Barthou opposed 
admitting them on an equal basis and 
drew the caustic retort from Lloyd 
George that “We can’t keep delegates 
representing 200,000,000 people wait- 
ing on the doorstep while we arrange 
decisions and dictate after the fashion 
of the supreme council.” 
He maintained there was no ground 
for discr.mination as long as Russia 
and Germany accepted the Cannes 
principles. 
An agreement was reached for the 
Russian committee, which probably 
will serve as a formula for organiz- 
ing ¢ther - committees. It provided 
that the committee should be com- 
posed of the five convening powers, 
yermany, JRussia, and four elected 
from other nations, making a total of 
11, with the members of the supreme 
council having a plurality of one vote. 
In insisting throughout that the 
conference must proceed on the new 
principle of equality, Lloyd George 
also emphasized that while the agenda 
barred any attempt to readjust repa- 
rations, it would be impossible to ex- 
clude all -reference to the question, 
because it is too interwoven with the 
whole €conomic situation, The French 
demurr:d at this view and are ex- 
pecte: to bring up the point later. 

Facta Opens Proceedings. 
Premier Facta, in opening the con- 
ference, said he hoped that the spirit 
of the Washington conference would 
prevail here and that Europe would 
develop a spirit of solidarity, wipe out 
its economic barriers and mutual dis- 
trust, and establish justice in har- 
sf With the recent appeal of Pope 
*juS. 
Lloyd George began his speech by 
complimenting Facta on his eloquent 
statement of the aims of the confer- 


rénce, which he snid would have far- 


reaching effects for better or for worse 
upon the destiny not merely o* Europe 
but cf the whole world. 

“We meet on equal terms provided 
we accept equal conditions. We are 
not bere as allted and enemy state:;, 
neither as boiligerents or neutrals. We 


‘do not come together as monarchists. 
republicans or yoviet supporters. We 
are representatives of Europe, seeking 
out the best me. hods of rennet ou: 
shattered prosperity so each may build 
un in its own way a better condition 
‘ur its people cban the world bas yet 
enjoyed.” 
Conditions Laid Down. 

Declaring that the powers which 1s- 
sued the invitation to the conference 
had lsid down certain conditions at 
the Cannes meeting, such as have 
hitherto been accepted by all civilized 
communities as a basis for interna- 
tional good faith, the premier added 
thet they were “honorable,” and would 
not affect the complete sovereignty 
ot the various states. 

“We accept them ourselves,” he 
said. “They are the only conditions 
upon which we can consent to deal 


with others.” 
“Burope is exhausted,” Lloyd 
George declared later. “It’s loss of 


blood and treasure is staggering. Un- 
der the colossal burden of debt and 
reparations, the pulse of commerce 1s 
beating feebly and wildly. Legitimate 
commerce, trade and industry are dis- 
organized and depressed. ‘There is no 
employment in the west and in the 
east there is pestilence and famine. 
Unless there be a common effort I see 
indications not merely that it will 
continue, but that.it will even be- 
come deeper.” 
Frenchmen Non-Committal. 

Barthou, in a non-committal speech, 
praised Lloyd George’s efforts at 
Cannes and assured him of French 
sujport. If France favored a delay 
in the conference, it was only to make 
greater preparation for it, he said, re- 
ferring to the postponement made last 
month at France’s request. 

“The world is. tired of words and 
we are here for action, not merely 
to look on,” he said. “There is no 
disguising the obstacles in Qur way. 
Europe is covered with ruins and it 
would be madness to think that with 
one stroke of a magic wand we can 
set up on the ruins an enchanted cas- 
tle of reconstruction.” 

But, he admitted, it would be still 
worse te-sit with folded arms and do 
nothing. France, Barthou declared, 
was not inspired by national egotisin. 
She makes no claims to hegemony. The 
war cost her so much that she ab- 
hors war. It will not be France who 
will go out of her way criminally to 
disturb the peace of the world.” 

Promises Frankness. 
On the other hand, those French

Died in World War 


Posthumous honors in the form of 


the papers will 


a degree of Bachelor of Arts from 


Harvard university have been awarded 
to William Burch Hinman, gon of 
Mr, and Mrs. George B. Hinman, of 
759 Piedmont avenue, who died in the 
services of his country during the 
world war. 

In a letter to Mr. Hinman, father 
of the deceased, Dean ©. N. Green- 
ough, of Harvard, tells of the award- 
ing of the degree and in addition a 
complete autobiography of young Hin- 
man is being published in the second 
volume of the ‘‘Memorial to the Har- 
vard Dead.” 

_ A synopsis of the article appearing 
in this volume, together with a pho- 
tograph of the young war hero, ap- 
pears as follows: 

“In the autumn of 1915 William 
Burch Hinman came to Harvard front 
the University of the South, Sewanee, 
Tenn., where he had then spent three 
years. He was accordingly entered 
as an ‘unclassified’ student, and since 
he withdrew from Harvard college in 
May, 1916, though with. satisfactory 
grades in the courses he had elected, 
he was never assigned to one of the 
college classes. In the summer of 
1916 he returned to Sewance and car- 
ried his undergraduate studies to a 
virtual completion, so that after his 
death he was enrolled as a Bachelor 
of Arts among the graduates of the 
University of the South. 

“He was born, March 23. 1895, at 
Atlanta, Ga. His parents were George 
Burch Hinman, of English parentage, 
Cara (Farnsworth) Hinman, 
was Jededian 
Farnsworth, a captain in the Ameri- 
can army in the war of the revolution, 
and a member of the first state legis- 
lature of Vermont. He attended the 
public schools of Atlanta, and grad- 
uating in 1910, with a creditable rec. 
ord, from the Boys’ High schoo] of that 
citv, entered the University of the 
South by certificate. For a vear be- 
fore taking up his studies at Sewanee 
he traveled in Europe (1910-11) and 
studied German at Munich and French 
at Geneva. At the University of the 
South he joined the Alpha Tau Omega 
fraternity, and was master of the local 
chapter for one year. He took part 
with marked success in many dramatie 
entertainments, and in college received 
gold medals for excellence both in 
French and in Latin. 

“When the United States joined the 
belligerent nations, Hinman’s family 
was living in Cambridge. He himself 
was not in college, and the nature of 
his participation in the war was un- 
usual. Indeed he stands alone on the 
Harvard roll of honor as a member 
of the United States merchant marine, 
He enlisted in June, 1917, in that es- 
sential, dangerous service as a mess- 
man on the steamship Rochester, and 
made one voyage to Europe and back 
on her before she sailed upon her last.”

mittee meeting, it is generally con- 
eeded that such a proposal will be 
made, and will be accepted by both 
parties. 

To Obviate Delay. 

Committee members are credited 
with having expressed the firm belief 
that a personal discussion of the ques- 
tions involved will result in a satis- 
factory settlement on the part of the 
Detroit manufacturer and the military 
affairs committee -alike. The discus- 
sion will obviate further delay and 
wrangling on the subject, it is further 
declared. 

The committee, it is said, is gen- 
erally agreed upon the main items to 
be contained in their recommendations, 
and will not materially change present 
plans, it is declared. 

Their main suggestions in regard to 
the offer will be that Mr. Ford modify 
his position with reference to flowage 
rights at government Dam No. 3; ana 
that he either abandon his request for 
the Gorgas steam plant, now under the 
administration of the Alabama Power 
company, or agree to take over the 
government’s liability there. Neither 
of these modifications is said to ma- 
terially interfere with the true scope 
of his offer. And it is thought that 
he will accept the modifications rather 
than discarding the project. 

To Voice View. 

The purpose of extending committee 
hearings throughout the week is to 
give members an opportunity of ex- 
pressing views of minor changes de- 
sired, none of which, it is said, involves 
the major questions. 

A majority of the committee, fol- 
lowing its inspection trip of the plant 
several days ago, have already formed 
conclusions as to the disposition of 
the property. They are of the opinion 
that Mr. Ford’s offer is more embrac- 
ing than is designed for carrying out 
more of the true purpose of the project 
than any of the otners sudmitted, mem- 
bers have indicated. For these rea- 
sons, Mr. Ford will be given an op- 
portunity of amendingghis offer to meet 
the requirements made, they say.

Laws Is Urged 
By Judge Sibley 


Athens, Ga., April 10.—(Special.) 
Asserting that voluntary compliance 
with law for the sake of the law it- 
self makes for better government than 
the forcible adherence to the statutes, 
Samuel H. Sibley, of Atlanta, judge 
of the eastern division of the north- 
ern district of the United States court, 
told the grand jury here Monday that 
when men cease ridiculing certain laws 
that they are not in sympathy with 
and assume an attitude of respect for 
all laws, greater progress will be made 
toward orderly government than is 
possible ever to be attained by the 
enforcement of penalties. 

While admitting that a certain 
amount of prosecution always will be 
necessary to maintain respect for law, 
because there always will be a lawless 
element, not amenable to _ reason, 
Judge Sibley said that the teaching of 
due regard for the law at home would 
do much toward curbing law viola- 
tions.

Augusta, Ga., April 10.—Special.) 
What officers declared to be the big- 
gest distilling outfit captured in this 
section since the prohibition era be- 
gan, was destroyed by South Caro- 
lina deputies Monday morning on a 
branch near the border of Edgefield 
and Aiken counties, 15 miles from 
Augusta. The still, according to the 
officers, was a 500-gallon steamer 
apparatus, and was capable of turning 
out 100 gallons of moonshine daily. 

The place was well screened from 
view and was also fortified by three 
pits, above which the distillers had 
mounted breast works. The pits were 
dug on a hillside near the still, and 
looking over the breast works’ the 
watchers could view the entire sur- 
rounding country. The outfit was 
equipped with ten containers, one of 
which held 1,000 gallons and the other 
500 gallons. 

A second steamer with a capacity 
of 250 gallons, also was found on 
the premises. The officers destroyed 
800 gallons of beer in addition to the 
distilling apparatus. The still was 
equipped with an S80-gallon gasoline 
drum and a copper pipe 20 feet in 
length.

“The best way to know a child is 
to have it examined regularly. There 
are so many defects that contribute 
to a child’s poor physical state that 
can only be discovered by thorough 
medicai examination. The program of 
work, as ontlined, should have a very 
marke l effect on the general health 
conditions oj babies of Atlanta and 
r2iuce the appalling summer death 
rate. This, however wili only result

Monday that the Untted States su- 
preme court has issued an order ad- 
vancing the date for arguments in 
the Atlanta gas rate case to Novem- 
ber 13. The case was moved up on 
the calendar at the request of both 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany and the state railroad commis- 
sion, because both desire an early 
ruling on the questions involved. 
Last December the railroad commie- 
sion issued an order reducing the gas 
rate in Atlanta from $1.65 a thousand 
eubie feet to $1.55 a thousand net. 
The Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany obtained a temporary restrain- 
ing order in the federal court before 
Judge Sibley, enjoining the enforce- 
ment of the order of the commission. 
Tater the case was heard by three 
federal judges at a session held in 
New Orleans and the request of the 


gas company for a permanent injunc- 
tion was refused: An appeal was 
taken in the case to the United States 
supreme court after the federal judges 


had fixed a supersedeas bond of $100,- 
000 to be made by the company to in- 
demnify customers against loss in case 
the supreme court decided against the 
gas company. 

Under ordinary circumstances the 
case would not have come up before 
the supreme court for fully another 
year. Due to the extraordinary na- 
ture of the case it-was advanced on 
the calendar to the earliest date avail- 
able, which ig November 13.

The Aerial and Ground. 
"The aerial used may be arranged in 
such a way that it can be reeled up on 
a wooden drum of some sort. The 
erection of a temporary aerial is a 
very simple affair and may easily be 
accomplished by first throwing a 
weighted cord high up into the 
branches of a tall tree. Let the string 
fall over a limb and when the weight 
drops to fhe ground remove it and 
attach the weight wire in its place. 
Then pull up on the other end and 
raise the aerial wire as high as pos- 
sible. This aerial will not need any in- 
sulation unless the weather is very 
damp, and the amateur will probably 
be surprised at the results. For the 
ground a short length of pipe may be 
driven into the ground, or sometimes 
a nail driven into a tree, near the 
roots, will serve very well. Simpiy 
attach a wire to the nail or pipe as 
the case may be. Be sure that a good 
clean contact is made. Near the wa- 
ter a weighted wire may be thrown out 
from shore. This wire should be at 
least 25 feet long. 
As stated before, a vacuum tube set, 
necessarily needs a storage battery of 
some kind and this bulky weight can- 
not well be carried about unless an au- 
tomobile is used. At the present time 
there is a set on the market that 
makes use of a new type of tube. This 
tube only requires a very small cur- 
rent for the filament, and, in fact, it 
mav be run for several nights on a 
single dry battery. This set is by far 
the best that can be used for camping. 
as it is sensitive and the weight of 
the atorage battery is eliminated, This 
set is small enough to be used in a 
small motorboat or canoe, and, in fact, 
it ean be arranged in a pack so that 
a hiker mav carry it on his back. A 
new dry battery may be purchased 
every few days and the old thrown 
away. Thus the weight will be cut 
down to the very minimum. 
Radio on the Motorboat. 

In this field radio really comes into 
its own as even on a small 350-footer 
if is possible to erect a mast that will 
give an aerial about 50 feet long. The 
set may be installed inside the cabin 
and with the use of amplifiers a loud 
speaker may be attached so that the 
awner may entertain his guests. This 
will afford feal entertainment. Of 
course while the engine is running it 
will be as easy to receive signals. as 
the spark plugs act as small trans- 
mitters and will break up the broad- 
casting program.

Will it work as well as a 
high-priced regenerative receiver, using 
two variometers and a variocoupler? 
Is the De Forest circuit using two pri- 
maries and one secondary as good as 
either of these?

The difference between the set 
using the honeycomb coils and the 
regenerator using the two vari- 
ometers and the varigcoupler lies 
in the fact that the former 
will give better. results on longer 
wave lengths, while most of the 
latter type of set will not work on 
wave lengths over 600 to 800 
meters. The honeycomb coil set is 
all right, but for short wave 
lengths the variocoupler and vario- 
meter circuit is hard to beat.

Gossip, however, that Duluth wheat 
might be shipped on a big seale to 
Chicago by Jake brought about a ma- 
terial setback in prices at the end 
of the day.

NEW CRISIS ARISES 
UVER REPARATIONS 


BY HUDSON HAWLEY. 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Paris, April 10.—-A sudden crisis 

over the reparations question — 
threatening to betome the most ase- 
rious in months—was precipitated by 
the German reply refusing to com- 
ply with the allied commission's lat- 
est demands. 

Officials regard the situation as 
extremely serious and are already 
considering imposing drastic pé@nalties 
to force payments from Germany. 

The German note astounded repa- 
rations officials by its flat refu%al 
even to consider suggestions that the 
allies control German finances, and 
the whole reparations question, re- 
cently believed nearing a_ settlement, 
is once more thrown into utter tur- 
moil, 

The effect of the German refusal 
here is to stir up anew the feeling 
which Lloyd George has been trying 
to wipe out at Genon, It is feared

Last week’s highest estimate of a gain to be shown in today’s 
unfilled orders for the Steel corporation was for 250,000 tonf#. To- 
day’s figures as of March 31, were 4,494,148, or an increase of 353,000 
tons over those for the close of February. 


The last monthly increase was 38,000 last December. 


But Jan- 


uary and February again showed decreases, the decrease a month 


ago being over 100,000 tons. 


In fact, unfilled orders of the Steel corporation have been de- 
creasing since August of 1920, when the figures stood at 11,118,000 


tons.

New York, April 10.—The new week

Steels, mo- 
tors and equipments yielded occasion- 
ally to the weight of realizing sales, 
and oils eased with sugars, tobaccos 
and local tractions. 

United States SteM rose to witbin a 
small fraction of par before the close.

issues, finishing at a nominal advance. 
Net gains of 1 to 5 points were reg- 
istered by Gulf:States, Bethlehem, 
Lackawanna and Crucible Steels, Bald- 
win, Studebaker, Stromberg, Pierce- 
Arrow preferred. Columbia Gas, Elec- 
tric Storage Battery. Market Street 
Railway preferred and Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railway.
